thewicked ( who can thinke well neither of the wayes, nor 
workers of rightcouſnelle ) be offended with the ſame? If 

ca, then (rſt by his grace hath beene preſent with vs in, 
his Ordinances, hath contracted vs vnto himlelfe, and gi- 
uen himſclfe as an hwsband vnto vs, betwixt whom and ws, 


all the powers of darkenelle are notableto force a divorce- _ 


ment. Bur if otherwiſe ; though wee haue beene neuer ſo 
oft at this Bride-gromes Table, heard hundreths of Ser- 
mons, oft communicated at the Supper of the Lord, yet we 
are bur oncly viſible members of the ontwardallemblyes, no 
ſpiritual limmes of the miſficall body. | 
Therefore, ſecondly,this doth notably confound the foo- 
liſh conceitof all them, who brag that Chriſt is their hugs- 
band, and they be betrothed vnto him,and yer arenothing, 
buc full of infidelirie, and impietie, of vnfairbfulreſſe, and vn- 
fruittuineſſe1n their hearts, in their ves. Our daycs afford 
ſtore of tuch, in whoſe vellels, there is not one dramme of
